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Man shoots Parkwood neighbor 
in chest, flees to Detroit location 


On Saturday, Sept. 29, at about 7:49 p.m. 
the Van Buren Township Dispatch Center 
received a 911 call regarding an ongoing 
neighbor dispute / threats complaint in the 
8900 block of Parkwood Drive. 

According to a news release sent out 
on Monday morning, VBT officers were 
subsequently sent to an apartment in the 
8900 block of Parkwood to investigate this 
situation. As officers were speaking with 
the complainant, officers heard a single 
gunshot from the area of the 9200 block of 
Parkwood Drive. 

Officers rushed to the scene and observed 
one uncooperative male victim with a 
gunshot wound to the chest and another 
male suspect fleeing south from the scene. 
The victim was able to provide officers 
with the identity of the suspect that shot 
him and had fled from officers. 

One of the officers on the scene was Sgt. 
Alex Schulz, who has prior military and 
Police Special Operations Training. Sgt. 
Schulz was able to render critical first aid 
to the victim. He applied a chest seal to 
the victim’s chest wounds and was able to 
alleviate the victim’s breathing difficulty 
due to the wounds. 

The victim was transported by ambulance 


to a local area hospital where he was 
immediately rushed into surgery. As of 
Monday, he was still in critical condition 
in an area hospital. 

It was believed at the time of the shooting 
that the suspect had secreted himself in an 
apartment in the 9200 block of Parkwood 
Drive. Officers set up a perimeter on the 
apartment building and the Western Wayne 
Special Operations Team was called out to 
search for the suspect. 

Further investigation revealed that the 
suspect had fled the area and was given a 
ride by a stranger. Officers interviewed the 
driver who advised he dropped the suspect 
off at an intersection in the City of Detroit. 

Both victim and suspect are residents 
of the apartment complex and are known 
to each other. Police stressed this is not a 
random incident and is tied to the ongoing 
neighbor dispute that officers were 
investigating at the time of the shooting. 

Detectives are actively looking for the 
suspect at this time. They have prepared 
a case and sent it to the Wayne County 
Prosecutor’s Office.

VBT DDA approves $1,450 
contract with Drone Brothers

At its Sept. 25 meeting, the Van Buren 
Township Downtown Development 
Authority approved a contract of not to 
exceed $1,450 for a drone company to 
take pictures of the construction of the 
pedestrian bridge over I-94. 

The contract is with Drone Brothers 
for one flight in September, two flights in 
October, and one flight in November. 

The project includes aerial progression/ 
site flyover and includes initial 
consultation, drone and pilot time, up 
to one hour of editing time, up to one- 
minute-long professional finished video, 
10 high-resolution edited photos and a 
music license for each of four flights. 

The video footage will be added to the 
DDA website and uploaded to Facebook, 
Linkedin and You Tube. 


“This would be our first venture into video 
for the DDA and opens up new marketing 
opportunities,” said Lisa Lothringer, 
Assistant Executive DDA Director. 

Lothringer told the DDA that Drone 
Brothers has a pilot’s license and FAA 
clearance. 

Ron Blank, who was attending his last 
meeting as a member of the DDA, said 
he had used the Drone Brothers for his 
business and they do very good work. 

In other business at the 25-minute 
meeting, the DDA: 

e Heard DDA Executive Director Susan 
Ireland give details on the work on the 
pedestrian bridge. She said details for the 
ornamental fencing have been requested 
to ensure it will be secure enough to hold 
the large logo that is being attached. The 
senior construction inspector will speak

On Monday afternoon, the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees held its usual 
work/study session. One of the items on 
the agenda was a proposed new ordinance 
that would allow the supervisor to declare 
a Snow Emergency, to make everyone 
have to get their parked cars off the streets 
so the roads can be plowed. 

The City of Belleville has a Snow 
Emergency ordinance and it seems to work 
well. The mayor declares the emergency 
and this is disseminated the best it can be 
by the message board downtown, social 
media, etc. People move their cars and the 
city crews go through the city and clear the 
streets. Seems to work pretty well. 

But, in VBT, the people could move their 
cars, but then they would have to wait for 
the county trucks to come through. It was 
pointed out sometimes the Wayne County 
trucks NEVER come through some 
subdivisions, such as Haggerty Sub. 

Supervisor Kevin McNamara said this 
ordinance was aimed at getting help for 
Haggerty Sub that has narrow streets and 
tight turns. When there is heavy snowfall, 
the people in Haggerty Sub can get snowed 
in for weeks. 

Where would they park if they had to move 
their cars off the street? Some homes have 


such small space there is no place for them 
all in the short driveways. It was suggested 
they could leave their cars at Tyler School 
and walk home. McNamara said when 
the streets entering the subdivision from 
Haggerty get snowed up, thousands of cars 
are kept from getting 
into the sub. He said 
Haggerty Sub is the 
biggest problem in the 
township as far as snow 
goes.

Last year an 
ambulance got stuck in 


the snow trying to bring 
aid to somebody inside the sub. 


“We need to figure this out,” said Trustee 
Kevin Martin. “If you’re going to depend 
on the county to do it, it will never get 
done.” 

After much discussion, it was decided 
to rethink the ordinance. Maybe there’s 
some other way to handle the problem of 
a snowed-in Haggerty Sub. The proposed 
ordinance was pulled from Tuesday’s 
agenda. 

An ordinance requiring people to clear 
their sidewalks was left on the agenda. 
What about “snowbirds” who leave 
Michigan for the winter? They’ll have to 
make arrangements for removal of ice and 


snow from their sidewalks.

I also was Code 
Blue and they brought me back to life, 
thanks be to God. 

St. Joe’s, Ann Arbor, has got to be the most 
caring dedicated hospital there is. When 
they say remarkable care on TV, that’s just 
what it is. 

To all the nurses, techs, green team, Dr. 
Keith, Dr. Carey. I was blessed to have Dr. 
Amanda McClure as my surgeon. She told 
me, “Charlie, I am to take good care of you 
and you are going to get through this.” The 
touch of the Master’s hand and her great 
hands to do her specialty. Then she told me, 
“Charlie, you don’t have to wear a bag and 
you are cancer-free.” 

To all the nurses in ICU and the eighth 
floor, I will be forever grateful. To Sister 
Faith from Pastoral Care. She would come 
to see me often. In 1996 I had prostate 
cancer; 2005, Non-Hodgkins lymphoma; 
basil cell carcinoma, March 14, 2007. St. 
Jude’s Mechanical Valve. 

I have been a lay minister of service for 45 
years, 30 years with Father Norman Thomas, 
my godfather at Sacred Heart in Detroit’s 
Eastern. Mark the pastor there for 50 years. 
The last 15 years, Sumpter, Belleville, Ypsi, 
Ann Arbor, etc. 

My wife Evelyn and I have a van with a 
wheelchair lift. That’s our ministry to take 
people to doctors, hospital, chemo. I plan on 
getting involved with Stand Up to Cancer. 
There is hope and I never give up. God has 
kept me here for a reason and I am going to 
do His will. Evelyn sings. I won’t complain, 
and I sing “How Great Thou Art.” We go to 
different churches giving testimonies. I gave 
one today at Waltz United Methodist Church. 
I am a miracle. If I can help somebody as I 
travel along, then living will not be in vain.

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority’s $2 million 


Placemaking Project, that has been in 
the works since 2014, received final site 
plan approval from the VBT Planning 
Commission at its Sept. 12 meeting. 

Preliminary site plan approval from the 
planning commission came at its Oct. 25, 
2017 meeting. 

The DDA will construct a 2,314-square- 
foot building for governmental office use 
and an associated small park on the east 
side of Belleville Road, between Aldi’s and 
Westlake apartment complex. 

The site is made up of multiple small 
parcels that were officially combined by 
the township on Sept. 12, making a total 
parcel of 1.6 acres at what were 10151, 
10065, 10085, and 10101 Belleville Road. 

In the year since its preliminary approval, 
there have been a few changes to the plans, 
some of which relate to the drainage 
requirements by Wayne County. 

There also is an added parking area 
adjacent to the proposed building with four 
additional parking spots, including two 
additional barrier-free parking spots. The 
ordinance requires 23 parking spaces and 
26 had been provided, plus the four new 
spots. 

Ron Akers, director of planning and 
economic development, said the new 
spots solve the commission’s concern 
about handicap access to the building. 
This parking area will be accessed from 
the same Belleville Road entrance as the 
real estate office on the site and a gate is 
proposed to be installed at this entrance. 
The DDA’s plan for the gate is to keep it 
open during business hours and during 
public meetings and events, but to have it 
closed when the offices are closed. 

Akers said keeping this gate open during 
business hours is important to handicap 
access to the building and keeping this gate 
open during events and business hours was 
a condition of final site plan approval. 

Another change to the site plan is removal 
of the planned restroom building. Akers 
said due to financial considerations and 
concerns regarding the recent vandalism 


of some of the public restrooms in the 
community, the DDA has elected to remove 
the restroom building from the project. 

DDA Executive Director Susan Ireland 
said the project was originally aimed at 
preserving the Harris Homestead on the 
site. She said the late Al Harris was one of 
the first members of the DDA board and 
served for many years. Grandpa Harris 
had a workshop on the site where he made 
wooden toys for children in the community. 

Ireland said the Placemaking Project 
was to be a gathering spot within the DDA 
district. She said there are 13 residential 
areas that feed into that site, including five 
hotels and one more extended-stay hotel 
under construction. 

She said in February, the DDA was able 
to add two adjacent sites to the project to 
make the parcel a little larger. 

Ireland said the project will have a 
pavilion picnic area, walking path, and wi- 
fi and charging site. 

Ireland said the Michigan Department of 
Transportation and Southeastern Michigan 
Council of Governments were interested in 
the project when talks were under way for 
the grants they provided to the DDA for the 
new pedestrian walkway over I-94. 

Ireland said originally the DDA wanted 
to work with what was on the Harris 
Homestead site, but there were too many 
problems and they found, “Bulldozing and 
starting over fresh was the way to go.” 

She said all the comments on the 2017 
plans were addressed. 

Ireland said there originally were two 
outbuildings planned for the project, but 
the restroom was eliminated. She said 
after seeing what happened to the Riggs 
Heritage Park restroom, they didn’t want 
that to happen here. She said people who 
want to use a restroom can come inside the 
main building. 

A shared parking agreement with the 
real estate building is under review by 
an attorney. Also, three easements were 
needed with Edward Rose and Sons, owner 
of Westlake Apartments, and this is under 
review by their attorney. There is a total of 
seven easements on the project. 

Commissioner Medina Atchinson asked 
exactly what kind of events will be held at

the site. 

DDA Assistant Director Lisa Lothringer 
said they will hold training for local 
businesses through SCORE, which 
is an organization made up of retired 
professionals. And, in the future the annual 
Public Safety Day will be held on the site. 

Ireland added that the DDA meetings 
will be held there and private meetings 
when non-disclosure is important. She 
said there could be a continuation of the 
concerts that once were held at Van Buren 
Park.

She said 
Millennials are always on their phones 
and tablets and they could plug them in to 
recharge. Or, people would be welcome to 
just come in and read a book. 

Two DDA offices would also be in the 
main building. 

The agenda of the Sept. 12 planning 


commission also had held the request for 
Phase II preliminary site plan approval 
for ACS Michigan, the Subaru research 
and development site on the former Smith 
Farm in Denton. The applicant requested 
this be moved to the Sept. 26 meeting.

The library board also passed resolutions 
authorizing millages on taxable property 
for the December 2018 tax bill: 

e Operational millage of 0.7 mill, reduced 
by the Headlee Amendment, to 0.6930. 
Approved by voters on Nov. 2, 2010. Total 
tax on properties in Belleville, Van Buren, 
and Sumpter is $1,017,273; 

e Operational millage of 0.75 mill, reduced 
by Headlee to 0.7425. Approved by voters 
on Nov. 8, 2016. Total tax for properties 
in Belleville, Van Buren, and Sumpter is 
$1,089,936; and 

e A levy of 0.64 mill for bond payments 
for the $14 million borrowed to build the 
new library. This millage is not subject 
to Headlee. Total tax for Belleville, Van 
Buren, and Sumpter is $939,473. 

In other business at the hour-long regular 
meeting Sept. 11, the board: 

e Held a moment of silence in memory 
of the attacks on the United States on Sept. 
11, 2001. At the end of the meeting several 
board members related stories on the 
impact of the 9/11 attacks on their families; 

e Approved accounts payable, including 
$114,102.33 to O’Neal Construction for 
work on the library and $33,324.63 to 
Daniels and Zermack LLC, for design 
services for the new library; 

e Heard Building Committee Chairman 
Joy Cichewicz report on all the work being 
done to cut back costs of construction to 
stay in the budget. Architect Dan Whisler 
said the city of Belleville has approved 
everything in the drawings, except for some 
questions on the oval staircase, and a city 
building permit should be forthcoming; 

e Learned Whisler, Library Director 
Mary Jo Suchy, and their attorney met with 
Sumpter Township officials, architect, and 
attorney on the library facility planned for 
the hexagon building across from township 
hall. The timetable for this building, which 
had a proposed fall opening date, will not 
be this fall. They need a more detailed 
breakdown of who’s doing what; 

e Heard board chairman Peters report 
that the art committee’s ad hoc fund

It 
will be presented by the Michigan Library 
Association at its award luncheon during 
the MLA 2018 Annual Conference in Novi 
on Oct. 19. Suchy said Jenkins has done 
many programs for the local library. Board 
president Sharon Peters said she went to 
college with Jenkins and she moved to this 
area in part because of Jenkins. “She really, 
really is a gem, a jewel to our community,” 
Peters said; 

e Heard Suchy report the relocation of 
the water line has resulted in some issues 
with the library’s vintage toilets in the old 
section of the building. Dean Kokkales 
from O’Neal Construction made some 
adjustments to the valves, but he may 
need to call in a plumber if the low flush 
problems persist. He also is in touch with 
an electrician to install additional lighting 
on the building near the temporary parking 
lot, the alley, and the sidewalk by Charles 
Street; 

e Learned Suchy recently accepted a 
$10,000 donation for naming rights to one 
of the large group study rooms in the new 
library. The room will be named in honor of 
Christine Consales; and 

e Was advised that the library began its 
soft rollout of the free Hoopla program 
in the middle of August. Even with no 
advertising, patrons checked out 41 items 
in a two-week period. With Hoopla, library 
cardholders can check out digital movies, 
TV, music albums, eAudiobooks, eBooks, 
and comics /graphic novels from their 
computers, tablets or Smartphones without 
waiting, at any time.

But she is not 
running to be elected to that post, but to 
unseat the current clerk. 

Treasurer position 

Ken Bednark, 62, 18295 Savage Rd., 
is running unopposed on the November 
ballot for treasurer, after beating two other 
Democrat contenders in the primary election. 
This is his first bid for elective office. 

He is being challenged by Peggy Morgan, 
59, 46330 Claxton Dr., who was unsuccessful 
in the primary in seeking election to the 
office to which she was appointed. Morgan 
currently serves as treasurer after serving 
more than a dozen years on the board as 
trustee. Morgan’s name is not on the ballot, 
but she is an official write-in candidate.

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority has decided to put on a special 
downtown coffee event in hopes of 
recruiting a coffee shop business to open in 
downtown Belleville. 

After much discussion at the Sept. 19 
regular DDA meeting, it was decided to 
have the event on Halloween, Wednesday, 
Oct. 31, and to cover all of the costs of the 
drinks and food with participants buying 
a $1 coupon and that money going to the 
Belleville Food Pantry. 

DDA member Jason Mida did most of the 
work in getting information on the event, 
so he led the discussion. 

He said it all started out with DDA 
chairman Rosemary Loria and DDA 
Coordinator Carol Thompson going to a 
DDA forum. They were encouraged by the 
speaker who said if you want something 
in your town, have an event that focuses 
on that to capture the interest of coffee 
vendors. So, they did. 

They said people have continually said 
they would like a coffee shop in the city 
where they could buy the products, as well 
as meet and gather. 

Loria, Thompson, and Mida made up the 
committee to look into this coffee event. 

Mida said they planned the event at 
Victory Park at Five Points and two coffee 
trucks will be in place. One is Kings 
Coffee, which is looking for a brick and 


mortar location. They were at the Ann 
Arbor Art Fair. 

The other is a Coffee and Smoothie 
trailer from Cater Coffee in Chelsea. Mida 
said in spite of the unfortunate incident 
that happened at the Strawberry Festival, 
they will be back to give Belleville another 
chance. He did not elaborate. 

He said Bear Claw was too expensive for 
this event, but maybe in the future it could 
be invited. 

“We may have 100 or have three,” Mida 
said. “We’re doing as much as we can to 
entice people, to get as many as possible.” 

He said they decided to have people buy 
a $1 coupon for their free drinks. He said 
people value something more if they pay 
for it and it would be a way to track how 
many came. 

On Halloween the students have half a 
day of school and so the teachers will be 
free to leave the high school at 10:30 a.m. 
and they have to stay around to be back 
after lunch for a professional development 
session in the afternoon. 

Mida said sometimes principals provide 
snacks for the teachers for professional 
development and they want the principals 
to know this will be available on that 
particular day. 

Thompson said the students at the high 
school who were part of a Main Street 
Resolution project could help out as well 
and earn service hours. 

Thompson said this is not just for teachers,

but for the whole community. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said from the 
audience that there are 250 teachers who 
are coming into town between 7 and 8 a.m. 
and they would like coffee then. 

Mida said they turn the wrong way off the 
freeway and go into Van Buren Township 
to Tim Hortons before turning around and 
coming into the schools in Belleville. 

“How can we market it to get a good 
count?” Thompson said, asking everyone 
to pray that it’s not sleeting. 

Thompson said she talked to the Central 
Business Community, Chamber of 
Commerce, and Rotary to explain their 
concept.

Mida asked if anyone had an idea for 
a name for the event. Names considered 
were: Coffee in the Park, Downtown 
Belleville Fresh Brewed, Wake Up 
Belleville, and Brewville in Booville. 

DDA vice chairman Alicia McGovern, 
who was chairing the meeting, suggested 
Boo Beans. 

DDA member Jim Chudzinski said he 
liked Brewville in Booville, but McGovern 
said “brew” reminds her of beer. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley, who sits on the 
DDA, suggested everyone submit names 
by the next week and Thompson will

“Roasted Ghost?” asked Chudzinski. 

Mida said one of the trucks needs power 
or it will bring a generator and the DDA 
would pay for the gas. They need 220, he 
said. 

Thompson said the DDA approved the 
event at the last meeting, so this is just a 
report. 

Mida said the event is only two hours 
long. 

DDA Treasurer Sabrina Richardson 
Williams asked if it’s carte blanche for how 
much the DDA will spend on the project. 

“T don’t think we have a limit,” said 


Chudzinski. “Maybe we'll get a new 
entrepreneur.” 

Mida said they are focusing on the 
teachers. There are two trucks for three 
hours and, “I think we’ll be protected.” 

Thompson provided a chart of guesses on 
how much it might cost the DDA to provide 
coffee/smoothies and other goodies that 
day with the DDA paying $5 per serving 
for guests. The chart showed a guess from 
$2,050 to $2,950. There is $12,000 in the 
DDA Economic Development marketing 
service line item. 

“Maybe it is walking a little bit on the line,” 
said Vice Chairman Alicia McGovern, who 
was chairing the meeting. “Sometimes it 
takes money to make money.”

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Belleville City Council approves 
downtown coffee party Oct. 31

At Monday’s 28-minute meeting of 
the Belleville City Council, the council 
unanimously approved having a Coffee 
Party/Booville Event on Halloween at one 
of two suggested locations. 

Carol Thompson, coordinator of the 
Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority, said the event is to gauge the 
support for a coffee shop in town. 

She said the DDA is suggesting Victory 
Park and Victory Station as its first choice 
of location. Second choice is the Fourth 
Street Square, where they will need to 
block off two parking spaces on Main 
Street for the two coffee vendor trucks. 

The problem is that the trucks would 
need access to 220-volt power and if they 
are at the park they would need access 
to generators. The DDAs like the park 
atmosphere better for the event, she said. 

“The police will be right there,” said 
Police Chief Hal Berriman, referring to 
the police station across the street from 
Victory Park. 

Thompson said the event may be named 
Fresh Brewed BOOville and could be 
referred to as Jackojava. 

Set-up time is 9:30 a.m. The event starts 
at 10 a.m. and it is over at 1 p.m. 

On Oct. 31, the students have a half day 
of school and the high school is released at 
10:30 a.m. The coffee event is scheduled 
to coincide with the free time for teachers 
and staff before they have to be back at 
the school for a professional development 
session. 

The event is for the whole community, 
not just the schools, she said. 

Thompson said she is working with a 
group of students at Belleville High School 
who will take a survey of participants to 
see if there is support for a coffee shop 
downtown, what hours they would use it, 
and what they would want offered at the 
shop. 

In other business at Monday’s meeting, 
the council: 

e Approved the $295,000 agreement with 


C&R Lakeside Landscaping of Taylor for 
the Doane’s Landing Seawall Project. The 
work will begin on April 1, 2019 and shall 
be substantially completed by Aug. 1, 2019. 
The contract was prepared by city attorney 
Steve Hitchcock and city Building Official 
Ruth Rutherford said they will update the 
dates in the paperwork, as needed, before 
the official signing. Rutherford said steel 
prices are skyrocketing and the contractor 
said he could “eat the difference” now, 
if we could get the contract finalized. 
Rutherford said he still has to talk to a 
condo owner who is out of the country 
and she is a supporter of the condos doing 
the seawall work together with the city. 
Rutherford said if a “return” is needed to 
be put in to separate the city seawall from 
the condo seawall, he doesn’t think it will 
cost the city any more; 

e Approved a resolution authorizing the 
mayor to sign all necessary documents 
for the Municipal and Community 
Credits Master Agreement with SMART 
(Suburban Mobility Authority for Regional 
Transportation) for the period of July 1, 
2018 through June 30, 2019. City Manager 
Diana Kollmeyer said the amount of 
$3,914 is the same as in the past and the 
city puts in more than the local match 
required. The SMART money all goes for 
the local Senior/Disabled Transportation 
Program and $4,501 more is funded with 
the Senior Transportation budget; and 

e Approved accounts payable of 
$197,226.19 and the following purchases 
in excess of $500: to Hennessey Engineers, 
$10,525.25 for library site inspection 
from the money the library has placed 
in escrow with the city; to Command 
Communications, $3,400 for police prep 
radios; to Upright Fence, Inc., $1,130 for 
fence post repair at the cemetery; and to 
Wise Technologies, $765 for computer 
support for various departments.

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the next meeting, but it took eight weeks. 

Young said the chief’s job description 
is changed. The board suddenly promoted 
the police chief to public safety director in 
a previously undiscussed move in March, 
putting Police Chief Eric Luke in charge 
of the fire department as well as the police 
department. Luke was given a $12,000 
raise, making his base pay $99,500 plus 
more than $46,000 in benefits, five weeks 
of paid vacation, and a car to use. 

Januszyk was required to complete staff 
and command school and for that he was to 
get a $5,000 increase in pay. He completed 
that requirement early in the year, but the 
actual increase did not come until Treasurer 
Morgan pushed the board to do what it had 
promised. He has been chief since March 
2013 and has had one raise of $1,000 since 
then. He has been on the fire department 
for 41 years, since he was 18. 

Chief Januszyk’s pay went from $26,000 
to $31,000. 

Young also presented the new Command 
Officers Association of Michigan (COAM) 
contract for police commanders, which 
he said raises their pay in line with other 
unions and will be in effect through Sept. 
30, 2022. He gave no other details. 

Finance Director Scott Holtz said neither 
the fire chief’s raise nor the COAM 
contract increases were budgeted in the 
2019 budget and so budget amendments 
will be needed. 

Young also announced, without details, 
that Police Officer Jerry Cox, Jr., who had 
been with the department for 23 years, had 
tendered his resignation. Officer Cox was 
one of the officers honored by the police 
chief for his work on the Nelson Po case. 

In other business at the Sept. 25 meeting, 
the board: 

e Accepted the retirement of Mary Ann 
Watson from the fire department effective 
Sept. 26. Watson is head of the Senior 
Center and said she had too much to do; 

e Accepted the resignation, with regrets, 
of Elizabeth Blackburn from the fire 
department effective Sept. 19. She is going 
to school and her time is limited; 

e Heard Clerk Esther Hurst report 
Sumpter volunteers delivered more than 
600 meals to the homebound in August

171 passengers used the senior center’s 
transportation service in August.

“All these political 
games going on here caused upset to the 
residents. I run my office like John Morgan 
and Alan Bates” ran the treasurer’s office. 
She said people can still pay their taxes at 
the township until March 1 and then there’s 
a penalty. “I apologize on behalf of my 
office,” Treasurer Morgan said; 

e Heard Trustee Matt Oddy say the 
finance director brought the problem to 
the board and, “We looked into it. ... We 
brought in the auditor to do the finance 
director’s work, so the finance director 
could do the treasurer’s job.” He estimated 
the auditor’s time at $160 an hour times 
20 hours at a cost of $4,000 to $5,000 to 
the township.
